Maria Schneider. whos. hope of
entering the United States as the
ward of Capt. Robert Charles Gill,
formerly of the Medical Corps, U. N
A.. yesterday was blighted by Sec
retary of Labor Wilson, who ordered
her deported.

Mile. Schneider arrived in New
York on October 28. and was held at
E~llin Island pending an Investigation
of tier case. She is alleged to have
told immigration officials that shs
had been married to Captain Gill.
Later, on the witness stand, she ad-
mitted thin was untrue.
Immigration officials learned thai

Captain Gill was living with Mile,
Schneider's father during the war.
When the father died. Captain (Jill. it
appears, was so sympathetic toward
Maria that he took steps to adopt her.
Before the board tif special inquiry
at ICiin Island, Captain (II testified
that he had adopted the young wom-
an. and asked that she be allowed
to enter the cuuntry.

Mrs. Gill went t-efore the board of
her own accord and made an em-

phatic protest against the girl's en-
trance, saying that the fair Maria's
arrival had caused her mental anx-

lety. She is said to have told the
immigration officials that the young
woman had exerted "a strange and
evil influence" upon her husband.
When the case reached Secretary

Wilson he promptly ordered the wo-
man deported.
